To the Dockery children he gives 
his farms lying on Cumberland ri ver. 
to his brother he gives Hfieen 
! dollars in butk rtealc, locat- 
ed in Ix)uisviiie and Jamestown. The 
remainder of his estate is to L>e divid- 
ed eguaUf liatwMB th» bein. He di- 
tected« t^t his body be buried in a 
oaeUlie casicet. and he alaa named the 
spot of barfal fa the JavMatown eem- 
eteryby the side of a deceased friend, 
Judge Wm. Green. He provided that 
a momument to cost not less tliau 12,- 
&10 was to be erected to his memory, 
and he set a^side S-'mX) wiiicJi is to be 
expended by tlie casiiier of tlie James- 
town Banit 'in keeping his iaat raat- 
fng place m good condition. He named 
Judge W. W, Jones and Attornuey 
aeaotal/aaa«aGeniet(,ef thia plaee, 
executors of liis will. 

The instrument will be probated 
nesfclloodar in the Ruaaell county 
court, and the executors will at once 
oomiceoeed to wind up the estate. 

The funeral services were lield Sun- 
day aftemoaa, e iKieat many frtaods 
tieing present to pay tribute to one 
who had been a substantial and intlu- 
eatlaleitiflea of Raaaall eoonty for 
more than a half century. At the 
time of his death he was President of 
Che Biiilr of Jamestown and had been 
for many years. 

The deceased wasnot identitied w itli 
any religious body, but he often at- 
tended Church services He was 
Btrictly an iionorable icau,' and was 
ever ready to denounce lawlessness of 
ever? clMuae t er.
